Names of the Muslims killed: 


Ibn al-Athir gives the names of 85 Muslims killed in the battle of Uhud. Of these, 


75 were Medinans (43 from the Banu Khazraj and 32 from the Banu Aws) and 10 


were Muhajirun (Emigrants) from Mecca. Moreover, 46 of the 85 martyrs of Uhud
